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Frogs Helped 


Two Zamzam 


Victims Escape 


Americans Learned They 
Were Being Taken to 
Germany. 


NEW YORK, July 28.—(/)— 
Two American survivors of the 
Egyptian steamer Zamzam_ re- 
turned to home shores today and 
credited croaking frogs with aid- 
ing them to escape from occupied 
France. 

They are James W. Stewart, of 
Oneonta, N. Y., and Thomas O. 
Greenough, of Proffit, Va., mem- 
bers of the British-American Am- 
bulance Corps, who arrived aboard 
the American Export liner Ex- 
calibur. 

Recounting their escape while 
en route by train from occupied 
France to a prison camp, Stewart 
sald 

“We followed the sound of 
croaking frogs knowing there was 
water, and after you have gone 
three days without. water, even a 
frog pond is a Godsend 

“We were being taken from 
Biarritz to some place in Ger- 
many, when Tom suggested we try 
to escape. We were fed up with 
the German guards’ insistence that 
escape was impossible and, when 
we learned that instead of being 
headed toward Lisbon we were 
headed for Germany, we decided 
that the first opportunity pre- 
sented would find us waiting. 

“At midnight on June 27, we 
reached a city of about 45,000 pop- 
ulation which we will not name, 


and we went out through the win- | 


dow

guards. 
French and convinced 
had left our papers at home and 
were tired after working in the 
yards 18 hours. They let us by 

“Finally, after three days of 
existence on sour black break and 
a can of sardines, we heard frogs 
croaking and we followed the 
noise to a stagnant pond, but wa- 
ter never tasted better. From that 
‘time on we, traveling by night, 
followed the frog music and had 
water.” 

Before their escape, they 
stripped themselves of all insignia 
and borrowed civilian clothing 
from among their 19 fellow-cap- 
tives 

With adopted Danish names, 
they finally reached Marseilles, 
where the United States consul 
provided transportation to Lisbon, 
whence they sailed to this country. 

Their compatriots are due 
aboard the transport West Point 
early next month.

18 Mechanics Required 
To Keep Each Fight- 
ing Ship in Air.

CHANUTE FIELD, RANTOUL., 
Ilt., July 28.—Not all the thrills of 
wartime aviation are in flying a 
pursuit ship, nor even in piloting 
a screaming bomber. At Chanute 
Field, where the United States 
Army Air Corps is training 18.- 
000 airplane mechanics in avia- 
tion’s largest ground school, you 
will see the eves of some. of 
America’s finest manhood §afire 
because the boys are learning to 
keep the birds of war ‘in fighting 
trim. 

There is exhilaration in keeping 
the 1,800 horses of an airplane 
motor in tune, There is a kick 
in keeping a sleek 480-mile-an- 
hour ship in shape to fly. And 
there is a thrill for each of these 
18,000 lads as he realizes that it 
Is on him that the aces of the air 
corps will place their trust. 

Spectacular Side. 

To most persons, war aviation 
means planes that pour bombs 
from the skies. To them it means 
also the daredevils who risk their 
necks for love of country. But 
that is only the spectacular side. 

Back of every ship that flies 
there must be 18 men. There must 
be 18 men. There must be me- 
chanics. There must be weather- 
men, radiomen, cameramen. para- 
chute riggers, propeller technic- 
lans; specialists of many other 
types. 

Modern war is highly mechani- 
cal and nowhere does it demand 
so much a never-failing perform- 
ance by motors’ and by other 
highly complicated machinery than 
in airplanes. And so it has come 
about that the Army Air Corps, 
challenged to meet the emergen- 
cy of a greater defense. train- 
ing tens of thousands new 
technicians. 

90,000 Technicians. 

The corps already has greatly 
expanded its mechanical person- 
nel. Only a few years ago the 
entire air force of the nation— 
fliers and all—was only 41,000 
men. Today there are 90.000 
technicians in the field. 

But that is only a starter. 
Air Corps plans to have 
pilots, turning them out 
rate of 30,000 a year. 
keep a lot of planes flying, and 
18 technical men for each plane. 

The Air Corps is rushing to 
train its technical men. Here at 
the 950-acre plant 
that two years ago had only 64] 
students is being enlarged to 1.400 
acres. New barracks are spring- 
ing up. New school buildings are 
to come, it is hoped. 

21,000 Being Taught. 

Evesy two weeks 1,000 men are 
being graduated from Chanute 
school and 1,000 new students are 
coming in, By July there will be 
21,000 in training here. 

For this year Chanute will turn 
out 27,000 mechanics, weathermen. 
parachute riggers, aircraft tailors, 
instructors in instrument flying, 
welders, sheet metal workers, pro- 
peller experts and other tech- 
nicians. 

Two vears ago Chanute was the 
only post devoted entirely to a 
technical school. Today there are 
three schools and two more under 
construction. 

Other Schools. 
Scott Field, Belleville. 
outside St. Louis, Mo.), 
corps training 10,000 youths to 
be radio  ouerator At Lowry 
Field, near Denver, Col.. it is 
teacning 5,000 to be aerial photo- 
graphers, bombardiers or clerks 
Schools are being built at Biloxi, 
Miss., and at Wichita Falls.

Headquarters for all five 
schools are here at Chanute. with 
Brigadier General Rush B. Lincoln 
in general command, serving 
much as the president of a far- 
flung university. 

By early 1942 the Air Corps 
will have added 59,000 trained 
men during the year to the re- 
pair and maintenance shops at its 
air fields in the United States and 
at outlying points like Alaska, the 
Panama Canal Zone, Hawaii and 
even China. By the first of the 
year it also will have 15,000 new 
radio operators, cameramen and 
other specialists. 

Lack Background. 

To the youthg of the nation, 
there is as much of a lure to these 
schools and a chance to become a 
craftsman in the Air Corps as 
there is to learning to fly. The 
schools are especially pulling the 
boys who.do not have the:college 
background to qualify as pilots 

Entrance requirements are stiff. 
Every aspirant must have at least 
a high school education, and al- 
most 19 per cent who get in are 
college men.-Every applicant must 
be perfect physically. Each must 
pass an entrance examination in 
which mathematics is required. 
Every one must enlist for three 
years. 

Enthusiasm for the service is so 
great that Lieutenant Colonel Fad- 
ward C. Black, executive officer 
at Chanute, speaking in the ab- 
sence of General Lincoln and Col- 
onel R. E. O'Neil. post comman- 
dant, says that the corps could get 
500,000 recruits at once if it had 
the facilities to take them.

Chlorine Needs

Publishing Industry 
Agrees To Reduce 
Bleaching. 


WASHINGTON, 
The government diretted today 


that defense needs for chlorine be 
filled ahead of civilian orders. 
which means that writing paper, 
books and magazines soon will 
have a yellowish hue. 

Chlorine used not only to 
bleach paper but also to make dry 
cleaning materials, antifreeze com- 
pounds and premium gasoline. E., 
R. Stettinius Jr., priorities direc- 
tor, said that certain civilian uses 
of chlorine, however, would be ex- 
empted from the full priority con- 
trol. 

The publishing: industry, which 
uses about 25 per cent of the 
chlorine output, has agreed to vol- 
untary restrictions on its con- 
sumption. The paper industry has 
agreed, Stettinius said, to an initial 
cut of 10 per cent which is ex- 
pected to result in a difference of 
about 5 per cent in the shadings 
of paper. Further reductions are 
being studied. 
| The annual production of chlo- 
‘rine, estimated at 700,000 tons, is 
ample for defense needs, Stetti- 
nius said, but is insufficient for 
all civilian demands. Between 30 
and 50 per cent of the output 
now believed to be going into de- 
fense orders, where it is used for 
smokeless powder, gasses and 
smoke-screen material. 

Stettinius also modified the pri- 
ority control over rubber to pre- 
vent hardships on small process- 
ers. 

Meanwhile, rising tin prices and

Bill Nears Vote. s 


Lower Exemptions, Sales. 


Levy Predicted by 
Doughton. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—(/)— 
An authoritative forecast of more 
and higher taxes—including a 
general sales tax and lower per- 
sonal income tax exemptions— 
was made today as the way was 
cleared for house consideration of 
the $3,529,200,000 tax bill tomor- 
row under procedure drastically 
curbing amendments.

Answering criticism that the bill: 


should provide for broadening the 
present income tax base so as 10 
make more persons tax-conscious, 
Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, re- 
minded members of the Rules 
Committee that another revenue 
measure would follow. 

“It will doubtless be  neces- 
sary,’ he said, “to lower the ex- 
emptions and impose a general 
consumption tax. We're not at the 
end of this tax road yet.” 

Request Granted. 

Doughton’s request that the 
Rules Committee approve parlia- 
mentary procedure under which 
only amendments sanctioned by 
his committee could be offered 
was granted after less than five 
minutes’ deliberation. 

Doughton’s reference to a sales 
tax was regarded as especially 
significant in view of his consist- 
ent opposition in the past to such 
a levy. Asked for amplification 
of his statement, however, he la- 
conically replied that “We haven't 
come to that bridge yet.’ 

The bill, which would levy the 
highest taxes in the nation’s his- 
tory and bring federal revenues 
during the current fiscal year to 
about $11,302,000,000, is scheduled 
for three days of debate. Its pas- 
sage this week in virtually its 
present form is almost a certainty. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
made three minor, last-minute 
changes, one of which would spe- 
cifically subject newspapers 
radio stations to the proposed 5 
per cent tax on monthly telephone 
bills. Officials explained that ex- 
isting law exempted newspapers 
and radio stations from a tax on 
leased wires, but that there had 
been no intention of exempting 
them from the telephone bill levy. 

Other Late Changes. 

The other late changes would 
impose the proposed tax of 2 cents 
per 1,000 matches on floor stocks 
except those in the hands of re- 
tailers and would add three new 
brackets to the proposed levy on 
billboards. Billboards up to 100 
square feet would be taxed only 
$] yearly; up to "00 square feet. 
$2: 300 square feet, $3; 400 square 
feet, 600 square feet, and 
over 600 square feet, $11 

Both Democrats and Repub- 
licans on the Rules Committee ex- 
pressed belief that more persons 
should be required to pay income 
taxes, but Representative Cooper 
Democrat, Tennessee, speaking for 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
asserted that at present single per- 
sons have only $15 of their week- 
ly income exempt from taxation 
and married persons only $38.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—(P) 
John L. Lewis came out against 
the St. Lawrence waterway proj- 
ect today, contending before the 
House Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee that it eventually would 
displace as many as 50,000 work- 
ers from their jobs.

Skinner pointed out that the 
drive for aluminum scrap doe not 
mean that there is an acute short- 
age of this metal but declared that 
it required a long time make 
and that the quantity needed for 
defense production is tremendous 

[t is estimated that the 
scrap lection will resi 
taining 20,000,000 pounds of alumi- 
num,” he said. “It is said that this 
will go to smeltering plants where 
it will be made into secondary 
aluminum that will release 20 - 
000,000 pounds of first class alumi- 
num trom other vital uses to the 
airplane industries.
